Hon. Mr. Prior and Mr. Earle ad- 
dressed a well attended and enthasiastic 
meeting at the Oak Bay school lasteven- 

inp!, for althoiigli tlicre bad been no time 
to advertise the nieutinj; owint.; toll hav- 
ing been only i)oa.sible to arrange it dur- 
ing tlu'. afternoon tlie attendance wa.s 
very uood.anil theapphiuse bestowed on 
the speakers showed that the Libeval- 
Conservatives are strong in that section 
of the city. 

Mr. C I''. JJeaven look tlie chair and 
called U|ion lion. Mr. Prior to ajieak, 
saving tliat that gentlenian had jiroved 
himself a I'ood and faithful representa- 
tive of the city. 

Hon. Col. I'rior on rising explained

He would like, 
he continued, to remark on a headline 
ho had seen in the Times that evening, 
and wliich was he thought in very 
bad ta.ste, (or no one had a right to im- 
IJUte a falsehood against a political an- 
tagonist unless be could ptove it. He 
alhided to an article in the Times lieaded 
" British I'acilic Lies," which questionetl 
the ti'iUh of his statements as to the at- 
titude of the Dominion government in 
regard to that road. He would repeat 
that every wortl he had stated in public 
upon tbesubject was the truth ; he could 
say no more. Ho again gave emphatic 
denial as at other meetings to the charge 
that the government was unduly in- 
Ihieiiced by theC,P.R.,and repeated that 
the application was made to tbegovern- 
nient to assist the British Pacific. It was 
laid before Uie Ooancil and -the govern- 
ment had decided to assist it, as stated 
by him previously. He and Mr. Earle 
were interested in the original charter 
and held exactly the same interest as 
Mr. Rithet himself. If Mr, Teiupleman 
ivaiited to prove that, he could ask Mr.

J t had been seen 
that our small industries ciuild not bo built 
up witluiul a tarill In assist tlieni against" 
the large industries that were in existence 
to the south. The aim of Sir .lolin Mac- 
diiimblund the successive goveriiinents after 
him luul been not to jiiit on ;i prohibitive 
turilV. but t(i give a certain mea?tire of jiro- 
tection. The tanner. 1 he artisnn and the 
niauuiiii t iirer were aliki; beneliteil, for mie 
depended nil the other. If l.aurier got into 
|iower li' irnirriiw it m(3;nt ruin to all of 
them, for he had .-dialed again and again— 
o|ien lip iiiir ports to the world. Ciirt- 
wi'i;;lit liiiil said the same thing and had 
even»t;ited that the .American market was 
iinjre to (,'uinula than all the rest of the 
world .put together. Sir lliuhard Cart- 
'wright thought that it was better for Can- 
ada to lli row in her lot .with the U, S. than 
with (i^Feat Hritalii, for that was what 
his words really lueaiit. The Liberal 
Conservative luirty had as one of their 
Iilanks the streiigthoniiig of the biiiiil be- 
tween the diU'crenl parts of the Lnijiire, 
and be be.Lieved that this could be done by 
preferential trade, advantageous to both 
(;min tries. Kir I'harles Tiij.iper was in favor of 
this I'edei'iLtion of the I'^mpi re and was go- 
ing to do his ,l,icst to help bring it about. 
What hud the Liberals done for ( Umada '! 
Why they never built one big work while 
they were in power und they only liiid built 
railways at (he rate of.'iOO miles a year dur- 
ing their te'mi. This Wiis in contrast 
with the progressive polii^v of the Con- 
servatives. Then the Liberals wore always 
talking about Ixiodle and corruption; but 
they took goiMi cjre never to lueiitii.ui the 
I\)it. Francis liadis on wdiich .■f.")OO.tlilO was 
spent and they wcr(i never usihI after they 
were built, JIoii. Jlr. Mackenzie the Lib- 
eral leii(i>;r had said that the wliole of tlo! 
resources of the Itritish Empire would 
neverbidld the OJ.E., yet under ib.. r.oi- 
servatives it was built, and that live yearri 
sooner than had been expei'U'd. Taking 
ill) tin; debt of the l)onii-iion nc.vt, Hon. 
>Ir. I'rior said that the debt to-day of S'J,'):!,- 
(Kj0,t)i)il war! large, but not for Canada with 
her assets ;iiiil lesoiuees. Out of tluit 
debt 101) niilliou dollars had been the 
debts of the jirovinces assumed on con- 
federation by tlie Dominion ; and of the 
balance f •1,000.000 had purchased the great 



Xorthwest that hist year had a harvest of 
grain valued at .f'J l,liuo,tX)0, four times the 
whole amount it had cost the coun- 
trv. Then there was .fl5,000,000 spent in 
btiilding the Intercolonial, and ifl l.tK'O.OOO 
more of the debt represented bnuich lines 
and subsidies to 'iailwavs all over the 
country ; the 'C;P.R. cost •$62,000,000, and 
surely this money was well spent 
ami the advantages gained more 
than iiiadc up for the extra 50 
cents per head ta.\afioii addcil since 
confederation, Wouhl tJaiuiila stand as 
high in the liiianciiil centri'S of the world 
to-daj' if she had been badlj' governed? 
Our bonds now sold in the Kuropeau mar- 
kets higher even than those of the Uidted 
States, Since 1800 the taxes had been de- 
creasHig, and while giving ample protec- 
tion the free list was ft per Cent." of the im- 
ported goods as compared with 34 per cent, 
during the Liberal regime. He went on to 
instance how the farmers had beneliteil by 
jirotectioii, giving as an exaiiiiile the won- 
derful increase in tlio pork industry 
and otiier articles. He had 
never yet heard from the ablest 
mi.n in the House of Commons an argu- 
ment that could show how free trade would 
benelit the country. They must not believe 
that the Liberals would nolgive free trade, 
and he lii'oreeded philiily t'l pru.'i- liy read- 
ing in Hansard Dr. .Montague's speech, 
which instanced whiTe .Mr. l.aurier at .'-^1. 
Thomas. N'ewmarliel and elsewhere had 
plainly spiikiui out nnimising free trade as 
It is in lOngland and coiulcmiiing protection. 
Mr. I'rior would deiy anyone to show 
where Mr, Laurier hail denied this; lu; 
tacitly admitted the truth of Br. Monta- 
gue's statements, Mr. Prior concluded by 
proving how necessary it was to gnaril 
against the worst of all threatened competi- 
tion, that of the .lapaiiese.and hecloscd with 
pronouncing himself as in hearty accord 
Willi the present goveniineiit, and asking 
the electors if they bidieved in a Iriie pro- 
gressive policy for Canada to vote for hini- 
di and .\lr. l^arle on the 2.'jrd. ((Ireataji- 
plause. ) 

.Mr, liarle, wdio wa.s received with very 
hearty applause, said tiiut tliey were well 
aware that the two questions that interest- 
ed the electors 'were the tariif and 
school questions. Believing as he did that 
the trade question was the real one before 
them he would deal with that. He took 
it that every man who had followed the 
history of Canada since Confederation 
would adinit that the Conservative party 
was the one that had beneliteil the couii- 
AU the great works had 
been carried out by that parly, 
and he might say that all these 
great works had met with the ojiposition of 
the Liberals, This was the case with the 
C.P.P., and now that it was completed 
even the Liberal leaders themselves could 
not but admit the soiindnes.s of the t.'onser- 
vativc government's policy hi building it, 
fiuler the Liberals trade was in a very bad 
state, but since the t'onser .'atives came into 
power the countrv had advanced. If these 
were facts, and they could not be contro- 
verted, that policy" should be continued. 
The Liberal policy Vas a shifting one. 
They had abandoned reciprocity and now 
free trade was their policy. Mr. Teinjile- 
man and Dr. Milne talked about protecting 
the farmer, but how they could reconcile 
this with the Liberal jiarty platform he was 
at a loss to understand. "The Conserva- 
tives had a jiolicy and he appeared 
before them as a candidate on tliat policy. 
He was a protectionist up to the hilt aiid 
he would bupiiort the government whose 
policy was protection, (Applause.) He 
did so because that was the policy that had 
done so much for Canada sujce 1870. The 
Liberal t.'onservatives had constructed 
railways, increased the canal system, 
given more communication and devei- 
0|ieil the country generally. The 
British I'acilic railway was a scheme that 
came home to ourselvi'S. The government 
were committed to help out that scheme 
and had Iht hearty sujiport of Hon. .Mr. 
I'rior anil himself, who had as much inter- 
est in the liritish I'acilic as anyone else. 
Toiiching on the trade jiolicv, he said that 
thei|iiestion was asked in tlicLiln'ral papers 
" Had the N. P. made you rich'.'" It had 
certainly liel)K'd the C(jinmunity at large. 
In support of this he iinoted the increacs 
of savings banks deposits, and in reply to 
.Mr. Temiileman's eoiiteiitiiui at l'',si|uinialt 
the other night lhat the savings banks de- 
piisiis wen- no ci'iterinii of jirosperity, said 
that as savings banks depusirs represented 
small depositors it surely showed that the 
)ieoide had saved money since 1S7S. Taking 
all other lines in liiniiie.lal matters the blue 
liook returns showeil the same healthy in- 
crease ill the deposits in- cha}t«red banks, 
insuraiKie business, discounts, circulation, 
all showed very large increases. In 
the face id' all thc-'e facts he could not con- 
ceive how it could be iirL'ued that the con 
ditioii of the comniiiuity had not inijiroved 
under jiriiteetioli. If elected on the 'Jlird 
(a voice •' you will be," and applause), lie 
would stick 111 the government so long:; 
the governinenl snpporled the priiicijde ol 
protection which bad liencliteii the countrv 
BO much. ( .\ pplause.) On the selioo 
(juestion he and Jtr. I'rior stood in the 
same position as they Itad already taken 
in support of the government. The ques- 
tion was simply, '■ Shall Canada keep the 
eonipact made'with the jieople at the time 
that Manitoba entered confederation :'" In 
iaet there was no diU'eren'ce lietween Mr 
Laurier and .Sir Charles Tupperonthat 
question, for .Mr. Laurier had said if 1 
could not succeed ' in a sunny way " he 
would restore the minority their rights in a 
constitutional way. lie would ask them in 
conclusion if they consider that he ami ( 'ol 
I'rior would serve them well to vote for 
them on the £ird. (Applause,) 

Mr. C. P. Wolley, Mr. H. Dallas Helnic- 
ken and Mr. Robert Cassidy gave short a<l 
dresses in favor of the Liberal-Conservative 
policy and endorsing the two candidate 
Si r. I'rior and M r. Larle. 

The chairniaii, .\lr. Heaven, said he d 
sired to say a few woi'ds. He was fiTim 
Prince Isdward Ishind and had been a 
strong l.ilieral there. Jle still w'<iuld be if 
he were there, but liritish Coliinibia was 
a dillerent place, t.diarity began at home, 
and lie wanted what was best for iS.C. He 
voted for Templeman last time but this 
time he was going to vote for Prior. (Ap- 
plause.) He Was a protectionist In B.C. 
even if the Liberals did look on him as a 
lilaek sheep. The Liberals were free trad- 
<Ms, there was no disguising that. The 
farming industries in B.C. were jiretly well 
protected tii-day and if there were an; 
t'arniers with mortgages on their places, 
take away protection and they would 
lie in a "lio])eli'ss coiiilitioii. (hi the 
school qiiestiiiii he had a thought 
that if the minority were given a 
nionev consideration it would settle that. 
Air. Lntirier, if be were elected, would 
stumble on that vi rj" qtiestion to-morrow. 

Mr. Hadl'ord gave bis personal experi- 
ence of the value of ])rotection for the 
British Columbia larnier. He had 
lived in Oregon and could tidl them 
from he what knew that take away yiro- 
tcction and they would be tiooded here 
by the produce iroiii the .American side 
wiiich t lie fai'uiers cniiM not sell at home.

"AN OCEAN OF WEALTH." 

The Liberals Objected to Railway Conimu 
nication With What They Termed 
" A Sea or IVIountalns." 

(From the Toronto Miiil and Empire, Juno S.) 

The reports of the mining operations 
in British Columbia indicate that that 
splendid province ia wealthier than has 
ever been Bnpposed. Not so many years 
ago the opposition leaders objected to 
railway communication with the West 
on the ground that British Columbia 
was merely a " sea of mountains." The 
Conservative leaders had to overcome 
this objection, and they succeeded 
through the loyalty with which tliey 
were sustained by tlie party, and by 
the indej)eiident thought of tlie 
country. Now we are beginning 
to understaiKl how iiiiislaken, how 
short-sitilited, how faitlilc-^s, the Lib- 
eral;; were, and how great a work ,Sir 
.lohii .Macdonald and his lieutenant, Sir 
ClKirles Tupper, accomplished wlien 
they stooii up for the West and pushed 
the railway on to the Pacific. The sea 
of mountains is turning out to be an 
ocean of wealth. Ciold, silver, lead, 
copper are found in enormous tjuan- 
ti ties among the despised hills and val- 
leys, and it is tbe opinion of an ex 
])ert that we have in British Cohunbia 
a country that is richer, that will <iraw 
a larger population, and that has a 
far better future than South Africa. 
Already niiiiiiig lands have been 
houirht at hiirh figures. Peoi)lo are en- 
tering the mining districts. Towns are 
Bprinfiitig up in various direclions 
Farmers are takin.: up land and jirodnc- 
ing supplies. It is a(|uestion to he set- 
tled almost immediately whether Can- 
ada shall enjoy the advantage of the 
Western wealth, or pass it over to our 
neighbors. If we hold to our protective 
system we shall have jjercolating through 
our cliannels of trade and industry the 
results of the labor expended in the 
■V^'est. Certainly if a Ixindon firm can 
sell its i)roducts On the borders of Alaska 
other Canadian iiidustri'il ei-tablinh- 
iiieiits can provitie the manufac- 
tured luicessities of district'') that 
are much nearer. The ])rotec- 
livc syfitciii will give our indiistriea 
and our merchant;-- the trad<i of a coun- 
ti'y that in a few years will be more val- 
uahU^ than tluit ul Suulli Africa, highly 
prized as it is ijy our felh iw-siyijcetfi in 
Great Britain. A revenue larill' or fre<' 
trade will siiii|)ly pass the entire busi- 
ness over to thi^ United States. The 
mines and the wealth will be in Canada, 
but the resulting trade and industry will 
go next door. It will be rank fully if, 
over a school question in respect of 
which the opposition has no satisfactory 
policy, we sacrifice material interests 
which have always been watched and 
fostered by the Canadian [larty.

The most important sub]eot before 
the public at ihe present time I think 
Is the Tarltr question.

Wellndthat thl^ is the 
groat question that tlie Liberal party expect to 
centre their arguments on. 'rho oouutry is 
Hooded with the literature of that party, which 
will deceive the unwary if possible, and make 
tlioni hilleve that the Liberal Conservative.-, 
are the most corrupt goveruiiient on tne fa.'e of 
the earth, ,-^lnce Is'.li we lind that Ihe govern- 
ment has been grailnally reducing 'he tarill 
ii|iiin all articles th'Vl are ill general use by the 
working chissen in tbe country. \N e see in the 
I'liiaiice .Mini-ler's Budget speech (Hon. -Mr 
l-'ostcr) ihiil the arlii'les such as lea, .'ollee and 
tlu were I'Uti'red fiee of duly, w hich means 
thatthe g'lvernnient were consiilering the iu- 
lerests of the ma.i-scs. and wc linil right iilotlg, 
year hy war. duties struck oil iii-ticlcs which 
werea'great burden to the pco]de;auil we are 
promiseil thai the same policy will be continued 
until wo have every article in general use re- 
duced so that we will have Just enough pro- 
tection to keep our neighbors across the border, 
or any oiliec country, irom getting any undue 
advantage over us, \Veare all aware thatthe 
policy of Ihe United States is a high protective 
oiii'. " They are not In favor ot reciprocity, 
prelercntml trade they care nothing about, 
unless It is to their ailvaiitii!;c. Tlicy wlUglve 
no i)refereiii'c to us. and what are the Liberal 
Iiarty advocating— free trade, free tradt, a tarllF 
for revenue; in fact, when we lind tho Liberals 
at their hesl their imllcy is nothing more than 
what the Liberal Conscrvr.tives are carrying 
out at present. Hear what we have from one 
of our local Liberal papers: 

"A tarill' readjustnieiit dms not mean the 
wanton destruction of the Industries for the 
meresakool carrying out a revoluitou&ry pro 
gramme. The object is to help the industries 
of the country." 

And yet on (he other hand we hear them 
ervliig from one end ot the country to the other, 
the )iollcy ot ttie Liberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting luir natural Industries is giving the 
inanufaeturers all the benelits— that Ihey are 
the only ones reaping the rich harvest. It Is 
iiiiposslble fur any government to heeome per- 
fect In a year, or even '.lO years. They are lindiiig 
«iut dally what Is the tjcst for the great uiiissof 
the people, and I am glad to see that there are 
audi promising signs tliat they will be returned 
to power by an overwhelming majority. To 
tnose of UK who have llveil uniler the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
the last 17 years, and who have felt the great 
benefits by the gradual reduction ot the tarill', 
no argument tOthe contrary will convince us 
that free trade will be a change for the better. 
1 say Canada for the Canadians first, last and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the subject 
that the Liberal party are eipeetiiig to ride 
Into power hv. On this question 1 desire to 
give mv humble judgment, SO that those who 
have given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that British fair play 
will prevail al last. When Manitoba Teceived 
her tjonstilutioii in hSTO, the rights of Manitoba 
were jirotectcd by law . The minority at that 
time were the I'rotestants. Alter a iiumber of 
years the separate schoolsdid nnt give justipe 
to all. They were found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmers aifd the tax.itioii became 
lieavieron one portion of the people than the 
other. The scliools were not u]! to tiie standard 
of our public schools, the teachers were Ijtdow 
the standard, a spirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
amongst the uiajorlty, who had by this time 
lieeonie I'rotef-tanls, and the Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the KtateSohools Act. In passing 
that act I consider that they did not give the 
minority that consideration that the Maritime 
and I'Jastern proviuces had done. That was the 
right time the question should have been 
settled. After si.x years litlgntloii we find that 
it has become a national qiiestiun. Remedial 
legislation as brought in by tlie government 
lias not beiui endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal party have been dividetl on theques 
tion as well ns the Conservatives, and the cou- 
cluslou that the wisest men in the country 
liave come to is that the Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the mntter in an hoiinrablo 
manner to all concerned. 1 could not sti])i>nrt 
Itcmcilial Legislation as brought in hy the 
goveriinieiit, but would support any meiisnre 
to give jusiice to all concerned, so long as the 
piihlie school system Is kept intact. lion. Mr. 
l.aurler, while in H.f;.. said on two ooeaalons 
wliliu here that we had tlio best scliuol system in 
tlic country, and commended our province 
liighlyon its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and 1 believe he meant all he 
said) I have no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a school system as there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters I believe we 
are on the threshold of it (prosperous future. 
Our mineral resDUices, iron) our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate that we have untuld 
wealth within our reach. Being alive to those 
facts, it IS our duty tottdverllse our rcsonrfcs; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. The federal 
and provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and it will be the dut^ of the mem- 
bers elected to Ottawa to see that jusUco is done. 

I am in favor of tho subsidizing of the C.W.R. 
In a reasonable extent, and endorse the action 
of the B.C. Bovemmcut on this question. 

The extension of the E. & N. R. should be 
carrieil out at once, and the iieces.'iary appro- 
priation should havi' been granted al Iho lost 
session of our Dominion Parliament. 

Tho farmers of our district will requlro the 
earnest attention of tho local member consider- 
ing the scattered oonditiou In which they are 
placed along our coast, and on this Island. 

.Markets rci|ulre to be established in all our 
principal cittes, facllitie:; for getting to those 
mtirkets, and retisonntile r.Ucs by railway ami 
siciiincrs sl.oulil be given. As the governuiciit 
have 1(1 assist In this line, it Is only ro'isoniih'e 
t(ic.\;i('ci that tlicv will grant evcrv liicilitv in 
their power, and which 1 shall feci It iiivd'nty 
to urge, should I have the honor to be elec.led". 

Our Postal system rcqnlr.^s investigation. The 
growing iiccdsof all parts of on r ilisi rii't hy 
railwuys and steamers arc not '.vliat i\'e reiitiire. 
The iiiemljer for the district will be held rcsjion- 
sible ill future for attention toour various needs. 
Considering our geegiaiihlcal condition I eon- 
Kider that wo will require best consideration 
the Dominion government can give, by making 
ilboral appropriations for public bnlldlDgs, and 
for Improving 9ur coasts and harbors. 

Having been 17 years amongst you T consider 
I have tt practlc"! knowhdpe of Ihe various 
wants of our olstrict. 1 r elected I w ill devote 
my whole timo to working tor the best interests 
of all; to unite and bind togetlii!r all classes, and 
capital and labor In all its branches, and will 
not commit myKelf mi any great measure 
brought before parliament, without cmisultliig 
the electors of the district. In conclusion, I ask 
for the support of all who desire tbe prosiierlty 
of our eouutry.

He 
does not want his name to appear in any 
bank, and therefore asks that you will 
send it to VVrigley, who will get his re- 
ceipt and forward to you, I think that 
arrangement wilt be the best, as it is 
as well that thg bank or others do not 
know that we have enuaged him. As 
was spoken of at grand boanl you will 
therefore kindly forward the amount, 
$100, to Bro U'rigley by cheque or otlier- 
wise, as you think best. 

Tliere is another matter of which I 
wrote Bros. Ourrie, Wilson and (.iillbrd 
the day before yesterday, and intended 
writing you and Pro. Ivennedy, liul was 
called asvay lielore 1 linislied. It is this: 
Some day's ago I received a letter from 
Funer urging mo to come to Tor. mto on 
Deceuiljer 24 on important buanie-'ssuch 
as lie could not write about, but of 
Bupi enie impoitanco to the order. 

1 accordingly went up and was met by 
him, and went with him to his house, 
when Smith came in as representing the 
Beform executive. He said he was com- 
missioned by his pxecutive to see if 
something could be donn to prevent 
three-cornered contests in the various 
coiistitueiieii's. 1 said tliat if 1 ba<l 
known that I would not liavo gone up, 
as we were not in tlie bal)it of holding 
conference;; with the representatives of 
other parti(!S, but being there, I woulil 
be glad to hear his propositions. I told 
liini that wi? could not acknowledge the 
riL'lit of either of tlie old parties to any 
constituency hy reason of age, loud talk, 
or other cm rnmistances, but assumed 
that we might, contest any constituency 
when we t bought, we had a reasonable 
assurance ol success. 

I further stated that the Globe would 
have to moderate its tone towards us 
before Patrons could have much sym- 
pathy with it or its party. We talked 
over the constituencies,and I asked him , 
after consulting his executive, to send 
mo a list of constitu(uicies tiu^y were 
willing to leave to us. 1 alsostati.'d that 
in view of the notice given by Bro. Hay- i 
cock to open more widely our doors, our j 
people in some cases might be willing to 
liavi! mass iiiitetings called by our coun- 
ty presidents of all in accord willi our 
j)riiudples and pbitform, and, perhajis, i 
after discussing the situation, to submit 
either to their endorsing our candidattis 
or taking such other action as they 
deemed wise, but in no cnso would we 
submit to dictation from Reform con- 
ventions. This concluded theinterview. 

On my return I wrote Bros. Gitlbrd, 
Currie and Wilson, as Stated before, also 
intendin;;; to write you and' Kennedy, as 
stated, giving the above in BubsUmce, 
and asking their advice aa to my writing 
in the Sun, calling on our county jiresi- 
deiits to call mass meetings of our syni- 
patbi/.ers to discuss the situation, and 
eitiuu- endorse our candidates or take 
Buc^h other action as they tliougbt wise. 

Now follows a new chajiter of events. 
On my return home from iniiiiici[ial 
nomination on Monday night, I found 
Farrer at my house, reiiresenting .Mi> 
Carthy (for whom heis working), as well 
as the Reform executive. lie hud with 
him the Reform and McCarthy pro- 
posals. McCarthy would like a general 
convention of all opposed to the govern- 
ment poli'iy. 1 objected to this, saying, 
that while we opposed protection we 
could not op[)ose the government until 
tliey bad an opportunity to accept or re- 
fuHo our domands on the floor of the 
hoiiee. He said he had already raised 
tiiis objection for me, and McCarthy saw 
its force. Ttio next thing was to furn- 
isli nie a list of coiifltituencies that Mc- 
Carthv wanted, Kcformers wanted, and 
both were willing to leave to Patrons. 

Tiie list is too long to copy. McCarthy 
will do all in his power, (juietly, to lielp 
us, and there will be no contliet between 
us. Patrons in Cardwoll BU])ported him, 
and after Bro. Hills' death in Muskoka, 
they wrote me, as I told you at Grand 
Board, for an outside candidate, and I 
wrote on your suggestion that they sup- 
port Col. O'Brien, being an independent 



candidate. For this and other friendly 
acts, McCarthy is graiefiil, and will do 
all in his power to in;d;e things smoutli. 

The Grits will plio'e no candidiiie in 
Slormont. Lennox. Ivist, and North Mas- 
lings, I'lonieioie, Prince I'^dward, N(uth 
and South Lanark, East Northumber- 
land, Glengarry, South Sinicoe, Carle- 
ton, JMist Durham. 

The following must bo looked after: 

F^ast Grey — Bowis (Patron), no good. 

South Grey — JOast Middlesex —F'our 
men in theflo"ld. McCready, they say, 
strongest and best man ; should be mass 
meeting. 

West Durham— Three candidates; I 
told them Grit must leave the field, 
they will try to arrange. 

Perth — Reformer holds the seat. 

llaldiniand— Brock (Patron); might be 
improved ; will be no Grit. 

South Leeds — ITortoii (Patron); no 
good ; must In! looked after. 

Norlli JOssex — Clu|)p (Patron); no 
chance. 

liothwell — :McCoy and Mills; both 
will be beaten if both run; lliey are 
very anxious that JlcCoy should be 
pulled oil'. 

Wt'st Middlesex — Currie (Patron); 
better run in another Middlesex; 
chances not good ; eH'ort must be made 
to get Liberal out of the way unless he 
changes. 

West Xorthumberlaiul — To be run 
about by Liberal-Patrons; will carry 
alone. 

North Norfolk — Good chance for ac- 
tive Tory-Patron. (Walker no good.)

Mr. Welch linds in the diary wliicli he 
began to keep as the plot was maturing, 
the following memoranda: 

" On the evening of the Kth of Afiril, 
IHtKi, at Grand Cnion hotel, Mallory 
said Farrer, Sutherland and Smith, 
((irit agent, Grit whip and Grit 
organizer for Ontaiio; met him 
at Wilson's (who supplied the 
oysters) and arranged matters 
of reconciliation between the Patrons 
anil (.irits, the outcome of whii'li was the 
articles that appeared in tlie tllolie, 
wriiten by Farrer, saying that Patrons 
and (irita can conscientiously vote or 
siip|iort each other, and that I*arrer pre- 
Iiared an article for the Patrons' Sun 
paper along this line, which he had re- 
vised at the instance of the board and 
sent to the Suii for ])iiblication, but it 
had not .ippeared, owing, Wrigley ex- 
|ilaiiied, to his desire to aid Currie and 
some others to gain the ascendancy 
which li:ui soured the (irits: yes, says 
Wilson, showing our breach of faith. 
He said he wished to see l'':irrer, and 
asked Wrigley or Wilson to tidephonebini 
that !ie wisheil to see him to explain 
that the Patrons were anxious for the 
articles to apjiear, and if they diil not it 
was not from any desire on their part, 
aa they were sent for publication. 

This was, of course, to reconcile the 
Grits again. Wilson said on the 8th of 
.April that he "would vote tlieiii at

them at all." .Mallory explained tliat 
the Peforiu Association president in his 
riding s;ud some Grits wanted a Reform 
cunveiition culled, but that the Grit lead- 
ers had iiidtracted him not to call a con- 
vention.

A MEAN BACKDOWN. 

Every reader of the Times for the hist 
four or five months knows tluit it hag 
contended, in tho face of the clearest pos- 
sible evidence to the contrary, that Col. 
Prior is not a Cabinet Minister, anil 
could not be a Cabinet Minister. Find- 
ing at last that its contention wag mak- 
ing it ridiculous, it in yesterday even- 
ing's iasse declares that " what it fias 
contended all along " is that " Colonel 
Prior is Controller of Inland Revenue, 
and not the Head of the Department." 

The back-down of the Times is as stu- 
pid as it is false. Every intelligent per- 
son who has paid the slightest attention 
to the subject knows that the Controller 
of Inland Revenue is necessarily not the 
Head of the Department of Inland Rev- 
enue. l'>ut the Times contention was 
that Col. Prior being Controller of In- 
land Revenue, and not the Head of tho 
Department, could not be a Cabinet 
Minister. It kept harping on the subject 
until the public was heartily sick of it, 
and now it tries to crawl out of a posi- 
tion which it finds to be untenable by 
statiiif^ wlKil every newsjiaper reader in 
tiie city knows to be untrue. 

The phrase " full-fledged Cabinet Min- 
ister," which the Times invented or 
borrowed, is utter nonsense. There 
is, as we have said over and 
over au'ain, no diBtinction in status 
between Cabinet Ministers. Its use of 
the iihrase may have made its innoranco 
or dishonoHty appear in tlio eyes of soma 
people plausible, but it really was, when 
applied to the office of Cabinet Minister, 
l)erfectly meaningless. 



BOSSISM. 

ft is now prcjved beyond a doubt that 
Liberal.';, McCartli yites and Patrons have 
formed a combination to defeat the Gov- 
ernment. The principal agent in effect- 
ing the alliance was Mr. Edward Farrer, 
and everyone knows what Mr. Farrer is 
working for. 

The bargain, as far as the Patrons and 
Grits were concerned, was made behind 
the backs of the elector.s. The subject 
was never discu.ssed in the conventions 
of either i)artv. Tlie bo.sses took upon 
themselves to handle and dispose of the 
constituencies as if the electors were so 
many sheep. They put up a candidate 
in this constituency and withdrew a can- 
didate from that without as much as say- 
ing "by your leave" to the men who 
are sup|)o.seil to have the choosing of 
their repres(;ntatives. It is the first 
time as far as we know that the boss 
system was put in practice in this 
Dominion, and the representatives of 
the neople in Parliament made a matter 
of barter by men who constituted them- 
selves the owners of the electors. 

These bargains showed that the bosses 
care nothing about principles. Tho 
school nuestion is to them a political 
lever to be u.sed by them in arrang- 
ing constituencies in tho way that 
suits them best. The trade ques- 
tion they regard as only an 
electioneering tool wluch tliey can 
■use as best serves their jmr- 
pose. How do Canadian electors 
like to be handled like lierds of cattle by 
a set of unprincipled schemers, whose 
main object is, without the shadow of a 
deubt, their own pecuniary gam and 
their own political aggrandisement. It 
is well known how the boss system 
-works in the United States, and for 
whoso benelit it has been eHtahlislied 
and is worked. It will, without doubt, 
'Ijo prodiiutive of the same ofl'ectp in.'Oan-, 
ada as it iias been in the United States. 
• The .electors will demoralized and the 
weltaire of the country will be sacrificed 
to the bosses and to the men and. the 



corporatibha who""buy ' ^iwr bossed. It 

to be hoped' that tho Patrons, 
whom Boss Mallory,' Boss Wrigley, 
Boss Currie, Boas "Wilson and 
the other bosses have swapped and han- 
dled like dumb animals, will luivo tho 
coarage and the intelligence to resist be- 
ing used as/- it they possessed neitlier 
wills of their own nor seiise enough to 
choose who should represent theiu in 
the Dominion House of CoinmonS. This 
Grit-Patron-MuOarthyite combination ia 
of importance to electors everywliero aa 
an attempt to introduce the demoralis- 
ing and in every sense mischievous boss 
system into Canadian politics. 

WHY TIIEY TURNED. 

A.S oiur readers know, several gentle- 
men who formerly belonged to the Lib- 
eral party, having become disgusted 
with the vacillation, the inconsiatency 
and the evident insincerity of their 
leader on the trade and other questions, 
have left the I^iberal party and joined 
the ranks of the Conservatives. Some 
of these gentlemen luive given their 
reasons for changing sides. This ia 
wliat Mr. V. H, Hale, formerly Liberal 
M, P. for Carleton, N. B,, and now^on- 
servative candidate for that coiiatituoncy , 
said recently : 

He was elected before by the Lilieral 
party, but he had not been long at Ot- 
tawa before he was convinced that they 
were not the best party for tho interests 
of the country. 

Their greatest aim and object appeared 
to be to get themselves into otlice, re- 
gardless of what the conse.|uence might 
be to the country. 

And as he saw that he could not work 
conscientiously with that pai-ly he de- 
cided then to go nut of jiolitics. 

At the dis.solutionof that I'ai liament 
hepiitliis decision into eliect. and it 
was onl_v now at the earnest solicitation 
of luiinerous voters that he bad again 
coui^eiited to enter the lield. 

This time he was working with a party 
witli whose general trade policy ho was 
in synipathy, as he betrayed it to be the 
best policy for the country. 

Mr. A. K. Mclntyre, Q.C., formerly a 
member of the Liberal Association of 
Ottawa, said about the stand ho has 
takeu: 

I am 3iot in accord with the I'^ederal 
party on the issues on which the coming 
elections will be fought. 

It would be nothing short of a calam- 
ity if the pco))le shoukl endorse Mr. Lau- 
rier's tra<le policy. 

The mere suggestion of such a policy, 
ill the event of a so-called Liberal suc- 
cess, is at the present time disturbing 
the trade of tlie country, 

How much more will it disturb and 
unsettle trade if, upon a Liberal victory, 
it should be put into operation? 

This ia not a time, in my mind, for 
tariir experiments. 

If our people should be so stupid as to 
support a policy at the coming elections 
as would be absolutely an experimental 
one, they will see such a further drop in 
vahieH as the country has never expe- 
rienced. 

This, I feel confident, is the opinion of 
the leading bankers, merchants and pro- 
fessional men — in fact, of all who are 
conversant with economic questions. 

Here is what' the Hon. Daniel McJfeill, 
formerly a member of the Liberal Gov- 
ernment of Nova Scotia, who was once 
an ardent admirer o( the Liberal leader, 
thinks of him : 

1 have given all die siipiiort I co\iM to 
the part3' led by the JJon. \Vilfri<i f.aii- 
rier. I entertained a very higli opinion 
indeed of tiiat hoii. gentleman, but tluit 
opi nion iias entirely vanisheil, and for 
this reason: He seems to be seeh.ing a 
cry upon which he can obtain votes, irre- 
spective of the consequences to the 
country. 

Mr. Henry Carscallen, Q.C., who was 
for some tiine pres:iilent of the Reform 
Associalioti of Hamilton, nave a few days 
at.'o his reasons for jireferring the Con- 
servative ))arty and the Conservative 
j)oliey to the Litjeral party and the Lib- 
eral policy. This is pait of what he 
said : 

In coming over to the Conservative 
party it ba(i taken all the courage he 
could command, but it was with him 
a question of pri/iciple, and lie had to 
do it. 

Those who knew liim best knew he 
could not talk or advocate a thing unless 
he believed in it himself, unless, per- 
haps, it was a losing brief. (Laughter.) 

He believed the Conservative party to 
be th(3 party of jjiogress and develop- 
ment in Ciuiada — tlio Canadian party; 
the loyal party. 

Ho bad felt this for years, and had 
only remaineil in the Kefcjrm ranks be- 
cause lui had hoped to convert t hem to 
some settled and better priiicijiles. 

The flcformerii want us to fold our 
hands ami let our lainl bo Hooded with 
foreign-ina<lo gooda. 

Our <luty ia to aid homo industries. 

It is now the duty of every citi/.en of 
Canada from Halifa.'c to Vancouver to 
take off his coat and work for the Na- 
tional Policy, The greatest interests ot 
the country are at stake, and we should 
work to protect them, (Cheers.) 



other hand, Patrons are supporting 
Liberal candidates, and the Ttironto 
Globe publishes a list of olectora in its 
city who, failing the nomination of a 
.McCarthyite, will vote fo^^tho Laurierite. 
There is, in one sense, nothing wronsr in 
this.. It ie perfectly legitimate for parlies 
who think alike, as for men who think 
alike, to 'combine ,|» secure acommoti 
object. The objection in this case is that 
the acheOie'was a secret one, the I'atrona 
being pr'actically sold out by their 
ofHciak for the benefit of the Liberals. 
It also puts the Liberal leaders in this 
province in a posl,tion that can be de- 
scribed by no word short of indecent. 
They pretend to favor the restoration of 
separate schools in Manitoba, and are 
working in direct combination with the 
men who destroyed' that • Province's 
sejiarate schools and -who are doing all 
in their power to prevent their restora- 
tion. They are either the most foolish 
or tho most knavish parties ^o the com- 
bination.

TITE TROUBLE IN CRETE. 

The dis(urbance in Crete has given 
some anxiety to Western Christians. 
They fear that the Christian inhabitants 
of that island will be treated in tho 
same way as were the Armenians. But 
tiiere does not seem much fear of the 
island of Crete being made the scene of 
such horrible atrocities as were commit- 
ted in Armenia. Crete, in the first 
place, is easily accessible to the Western 
nations, who might find it necessary to 
take iiieasui-es to prevent its i nbabitants 
being made the victims of licndish cnud- 
ty. The presence of Hritibii and other 
warships has already iicteil as a cliecdi 
on the Turks. In the iie.xt place, the 
Cretans are by no means disposed 
t ) all»vv the Turks to trample tiiem 
under their feet. They possess a 
spirit of independence, and they 
can, if is necessary, light for 
their rights. Tlie tlhrlHlians ol Crete 
numlier 370,000, while the Mussuliuana 
who live in . the country are oi^ly 
70,000. The whole iiopulation "is of 
Greek extraction, consequently the Ma- 
homodan natives are also Greeks. But 
the men of the two religions being of 
one race does not make it more 
l)leasant and easy for them to live to- 
gether. The Greek Musinlniaii liate 
the Greek Christiana more fiercely and 
more bitterly, if possible, than the Turk- 
ish Musfiulmans. There is, in fact, a 
bitter and never-ending feud between 
the Mahomedans and the Christians on 
the island of Crete, and it is not to be 
supi)osed, that the Christians, wdio out- 
number the Mahomodana nearly four to 
one, are always on the defensive. 
i The Cretans bad some timemgo a kind 
of autonomy. They had an elective 
Assembly with a fixed proportion of 
Christian and Malioinedan members, 
they had manhood auffrage and vole by 
ballot. They had also one goveiiior- 
geueral and four governors — two Chris- 
tian and two JIahomedan. But tho 
Cretans abused their privileges. " T.Jie; 
jieople of Crete," the London Times 
says, "without distinction of creed, 
plunged into the wild delights of party 
politics in a way that showed they wore 
all true Greeks. They used-up gov- 
ernors general with the most creditable 
l)rom])iitude. They either defeated 
them in the Assembly or intrigued 
against them in Constantinople. In- 
deed, they generally did both, and the 
double process was highly success- 
ful. When the so-called Conservative 
party found themselves defeated in 
the elections of ISS.S, they got 
up a resolution in order to 
compel the Saltan to send them a Gpv- 
ornor of the old type. The result was 
the despatch of Shakir Pasha with 20,- 
000 men, the proclamation of a state of 
siege and the withdrawal of most of the 
jirivileyes conferred by the pact of 
Ilalepa." 

The peo])le of Crete were not pleased 
to be deprived of their moste.xcitingam- 
usement, and they have been discon- 
tented and troublesome ever since. The 
Sultan, if he attempts to crush them as 
be liau crushed the Armenians, will bad 
that he has undertaken a task of no 
ordinary ditliculty, and as his .-^erene 
Highness is Boniewhat lazy, it is not 
likely that he will proceed to o.^tremities 
with the Cretans. Besides, as anything 
done in Crete would be known all over 
the world the day after, il would be 
hardly safe tor him to treat Crete as ho 
has treated Armenia.

LOST AT SEA. 

The Well Known Sealer " Kattaerine," For- 
merly the " Slack Diamond," Wrecked 
—Seized by tlie U. S. 

A cablegram to K. P. Uithet it Co., 
Ltd., from Hakodate, brought the start- 
ling news yesterday morning that the 
Vistorla sealing schooner Katlierine — or 
Black Diamond as she was known in 
earlier days — bad foundsred at sea. Her 
crew, the message further stated, lamled 
safely at Hakodate on tbe l.'ith inat. No 
other particulars were given and details 
of the casualty can only be aurniiscd. 
The Katherine was owned by Captain 
Fulton, wlio only laat week starlei,! on 
another sealing venture in command of 
the schooner (,)aj>rey, and it is in charge 
of his son, ,1. K. Fulton, that the ill- 
starred achooiier loft here in December 
last on her exjiedition to ,Ia|iaii. When 
last reported she had KiO skins, and 
consequently the ueu s of her loss is a 
great surprise. 

The schooner is insured with H. P. 
Ritbet & Co., Ltd., and her loss together 
with that of her equipment means 
se-veral thousand dollars. In the days 
of pioneer sealing the Katherine figured 
prominently, and a good stoiy is told of 
her at that time in the " Marine History 
of the Pacific Nortfiwest," After re- 
ferring to many sealing events that 
work says: " The United Stales govern- 
ment (lontiiuied to Tirotect the seald in 
1889, and (;arly in the season was made 
the laughing stock of the world by the 
action of a few plucky Canadian cajitaina 
who refuscil to be seized. The schooner 
Black Diamond, Capt. i)wen Thoiiiiis, 
went into Pehring sea on .Inly .'(, but 
owing to bad weatlier did but 
little sealing until the lltli. 
On the afternoon of that day the 
lUchard Rush was sighted bearing down 
upon lier. Capt. Thomas at once got 
under way, liiit as the wind was very 
light, was overhauleil an hour later ami 
ordered to heave to. .She was then 
boarded by Lieut. Tattle, tlircc^ otiicers 
and ten men. T'ltlh; reniarkiiij: as lie 
came over the suie, 'Well Captain, we 
liave caught you in tlie act.' Thomas 
refused to give up the ship's pajiers and 
they were taken l)y force. The men of 
the Rush then took the "(1 skins secured 
Ijy the schooner and placed .7obn Haw- 
kins, a seaman, on board with instruc- 
tions to take the schooner to Sitka, and 
deliver her to the collector of 
customs, releasing the Indians anil 
crew, hut detaining the captain 
and mate. Capt. Thomas informed 
Lieut. Tuttle tliat he would not take the 
schooner to Sitka, receiving no rojily, 
and the cutter steamed away. Tbniiias 
then headed for Ounalaska. Iiopiiii: to 
meet some Uritish war vessel there, 
which he intended to aak for |)rotci^tiorL 
Not tinding them be left ilu: sea, cruised 
for four days looking for sea otter, and 
then heacied for X'ictoria. Hawkins 
offered no re8istanl'(^ as some of the 
crew had informed him that the Indians 
would kill him if they saw thiil he was 
taking tbe vessel to Sitka. Tqe all'air 
created intense excitement in the I'nited 
States, but nothing serious came of it." 
The schooner retained her old nanio 
until 18'J0, when it was changed to 
Ivatlierine. The above iiuoted (Experi- 
ence of the schooner is but one of many 
that could be related by residents of her 
exciting (career as a sealer, now brought, 
to a comdusion.

lic meeting at tlu; liurnside hotel, Burn- 
side road, last evening, presided over by 
Mr. Samuel Sea.

ingly referred to the extra prices paid 
lor overtime and Sunday work. 

An elector, Mr. Jamea Owens, there- 
upon asked jiermission to inform the Doc- 
tor that in all trades it is the custom 
to charge extra for overtime and 
.Sunday work. The same elector sub- 
sequently asked the Doctor if he and his 
party intend to do anything for the arti- 
san, or if their Hymiiatbies are to be ex- 
hausted upon the farmer; and also if 
when lie sets about" wiping out the pro- 
tective iirinciple " lie will make any dis- 
crimination in favor of the doctors. 
This did not phase the candidate; ho 
had always, he said, advocated recipro- 
city in the medical profession, and he 
would like to allow all doctors from 
the Eastern provinces of Canada to prac- 
tise here without examination if those 
provinces would give British" Columbians 
the same privilege. He would help the 
ii'tlaan by taking off the duty on liia 
tools, 01 else by reducing it to say I'o 
pei cent. I (The artisan miirhtlJtio with- 
out tools altogether when a '•tariff for 
revenue only " closes the factories and 
workshops.) 

The Doctor's reply seemed to take Mr. 
Owens' breath away, but he niamiged to 
gasp, " Perhaps Archer Martin will take 
the [irotection off the lawyers, too." 

Mr. J. W. Carey was persistently call- 
ed for by tlio audience after tho candi- 
dates liad spoken, and when he rose in 
response he was received with applause 
that was no mean tribute to 
his popularity. The nature of the candi- 
dates' addresses can very well lie 
judged from hie opening remark, that 
haying known those two gentlemen for 
many years, and having nothing to say 
against them personally, he must ex- 
press Ilia disappointment that they "are 
ilwaya running down this countrj' of 
ours and iiroclaimiiig that its people are 
leaving for the United States." In con- 
trast, ho then eloquently [liutured the 
develoiuiient of the Dominion, especially 
the Western portion of it; and as to 
the exoilus, he )iointed out that 
those who leave this countiT mainly 
go to get emiiloymeiit in the 
lai-ger nianufaeturing concerns of the 
United States, built up and protected by 
a tariff ranging lie thought as high as -lo 
per cent. How then, he asked, can it be 
said that the National Policy is driving 
them out? And be pointed out that 
while it is held up as a grievance to the 
farmer that protection increases the 
lirice of his hirming machinery and his 
clothing, tbe iirices of these articles are 
ictiially iiiucb lower now than before the 
National Policy was iiitrddnccil. He 
held that no country in the woi'ld has 
made greater relat ive progress than Can- 
la has (liii-iiig the jiasl twenty years, 
and to introduce a free trade taril! now 
would he felt sure bring widcs])read ruin 
upon the country. Tal;inL'U]> the mat- 
tor of the ]5ritish Pacilic, Mr. Carey 
showed the folly of s|u'aking slightingly 
of the subsidy to the Island jiortioii of 
it simjily because that may be called 
Iiurt of the E. & N. railway, for he 
pointed out that tbe E. & N. is just as 
much a part of the British Pacific — if 
that road is to end at Victoria— as any 
other ])ortion nf the line. 

" Can you tell mo that tlie two com- 
panies have consolidated tludr in- 
terests'.'" Mr. Temi)leman demanded. 

I\Ir. Carey |iointed out to him that the 
matter of importance to Victoria is that 
the subsidy shall be granted and the 
road built, not who gels the sub- 
sidy. Mr. Carey was proceeding v.ith 
his addrcEB when in iulditiou to others 
in the ball wdio were seemingly beyond 
tlie control of tho chair, tho chairman 
himself began "arguing the point" with 
him. " It is not usual for the chairman 
to interrupt the speakers," Mr. Oarey at 
length remarked, and resenting this un- 
fair ])ioce(liiro he was leaving the room, 
when Mr. Hall requested him to remain 
to ans\\er a question. Then Mr. Tem- 
pleman took another turn, expressing a 
very uiillattering opinion about 
Mr.' Carey, alleging inconsistencies 
in that gentleman's course. Mr. 
Carey in re|)ly resiiectfully reminded 
Mr.T'emplonianof his own deviouscourae 
in advocating unrestricted reciiirocity 
when a candidate five years ago, and aji- 
pearing on cpiito another tack now. This 
kejit the camlidate explaining until 
fihortly after eleven o'clock' when' the 
mppting came to a close.

Judgment was ren- 
dered ill favor of the plaintiff with costs. 
Countess Russell, it was stated in ('oiiit, 
had made a written withdrawal of the 
charges and had at the same time ren- 
dered an apology. 

Chief Himonds, of the London fire 
brigade, president of the Firemen's 
Tournament International Association, 
will be asked to resign hiaofiiceas chief, 
a meeting of the city council last week 
having alleged boodling in connection 
with sale of (ire apparatus to the depart- 
ment.

CONSIDERATIONS FOB ElECTOES. 

ToTHi: Editok:— The time ia fast ap- 
proaching when tlio repreaentativea of 
the two political parties of the Domin- 
ion will appeal to a jury of their felluw- 
countrymeii for ii verdict upon their 
conduct, when it will become tlio duty 
of each elector to vote as, in his con- 
science, he believes will be for the best 
interests of the country. 

Tlie gentlemen who ' seek election in 
Victoria as opposed to the Liberal-Con- 
servative party liave published an jul- 
dresB professing to deal with various 
points of policy. The main question to 
he settled at the election wilt probably 
he whether the N. P. is tobu upheld or 
abandoned. The opposition claim that 
thia policy has caused heavy loss to the 
c nintry, which would have been avoid- 
ed had" it remained in power. 

There are certain statistics which are 
nsualiy regarded iis affording sure in- 
dicalifuis oi progress or retrogression 
such as the aiiiounts of i:aporta and ex- 
ports, increases of popnhition and of 
de])osits ill the banks. Now, in IST-l, the 
value of the imports antl exports was a 
little over two I lundied ami six million 
dollars, in 1879 thia value had dropped 
toaboulonehundredand forty-three mil- 
lion and a half^^a decrease under the Urit 
management ot sixty odd million dollars. 
In 1890 it had again risen to over two 
hundred million; in 1893 to two hun- 
dred and twenty-pevcn millions and a 
half, and in ISliT) had fallen, owing lie- 
ycjud a <loubl In llu- Cdiiiiiu'rcial dL^pies- 
siou ('xinting a! I over the world, to two 
hundred and eight mill ion." and a third. 
If llir stall' of trailf! and I'Dimin-ro^ de- 
jrtkU U|Hiii the government policy the 
(ippositiou lia^- proved a coiiHpieiious 
I failure and the X. P. lui uiu|Uiililied suc- 
cess. 

\ Are not the stcailily i ncrciiaing savings 
and deposits (if a people a sure iudica- 
, tiou of progi-css'.' J I so, note tin; folhjw- 
ing amounts in the savings hanks, 
chartered hanks and loan and building 
j societies in KSrS, $88,906,104; in 1896, 
I ^'_'()7,207,IS14, or an increase of over ,^lO,- 
l ODll.OOO for each and every one of tiiose 
seventeen years. This docs not, look as 
I if the N. P. had hurt the iieoplc badly, 
j The opfiosition carefully avoid rnaki ng 
an understandaijlu statutueiit as io how 
j they i)ropose to ])rovide the revenue 
necessary for carry iiig on llie businesH 
of the country and af the same time re- 
duce ta.xation. The debt "t Canada \» 
undeniably a heavy iliu^, amounting to 
^'2.>'!,071,1)L'7 ; but for what has ii been 
contracted? In the first place, the I3oui- 
inion has assuiried a liability for the 
different provinces of $10i),-130,"l-bS.^ The 
purchase and opening up of the North- 
west Territories has cost $f),5SS,l)08 ; the 
construction oj the Intercolonial railway 
and its branches has cost !fl6,5):2U,8GO; 
the C.P.R. has cost the Dominion $62,- 
663,745 ; canal and river inmrovements 
have cost !f46,886,815, making a total of 
$U'71,18i),471, of which $18,414,544 has 
been paid. 

It will hardl}'' be tlenied that these 
works are essential to the jnogress of tlie 
country; hut the I^i beral-Constirvati ve 
administration is by no ineiins responsi- 
ble for the whole of this debt, The K(!- 
formera increased the dei:t to the tune of 
over .^8,000. 000 each year they were in 
power, antl if they had remained in (jow- 
er and it had increased in the same ratio 
we should now have the privilege of pay- 
ing interest on $25,000,000 more than we 
do at present. 

To my mind the so-called policy of the 
opjiosition is based very much on the 
con/idenco trick: " Put us in power just 
to show your confidence in lie and you'll 
he prosperous for life." Possibly our 
fate would be similar to that of the un- 
Buspiciotts yokel. 

On the school question there is but 
little difl'erence between Sir Cliarlew 
Tupper and Mr. J^aurier ; the furnn'r 
says that the minority have waited long 
enough for the rights for which the 
good faith of the Dominion is jiledytHl, 
and that it is time imw to cause the 
constitution of the Dominion to he re- 
spected; the latter thiiikH it would be 
better to wait a little longer, and then if 
the majoJity still decdine to act justly he 
will invoke all the j)owei-s of the law and 
constitution to du what Sir Charles 
wishes to do at once. For myself, I fail 
to see wdiy an act of justice should be 
postponed, but those of us who were 
iiero twenty years ago have a very clear 
remembrance of the way .in which the 
provincial rights of British Columbia 
were trampled on by the Grit govern- 
ment; how solemn engagements were 
entered into and violated, cuiii))roinises 
suggested, accepte<l and broken, till 
finally we tiad to a[)|)eal to Her Most 
Gracious Majesty to cause the agrei;- 
luents which had been made with lier 
consent to he respected, as no promise 
or pledge appeared to be binding on a 
(irit nunistry. " Fiat Justitia."

1, 
upon which ^;21, 624.41 of duty was paid, 
or a fraction over 32 per cent, of prote(v 
tion. Of oatmeal, the quantity entered for 
home consumption wa8H3,879pound8, the 
value $1)53 and the duty pai<l flDO.DO, or 
about 20 per cent. prote<;tioii, bo that the 
farmer had .'12 |)i!r cent on his product to 
protect him, and the mannfactiirer 20 
jier cent.

THE CALt4AllY .SHOOTING. 

Death of Interpreter Godin-The Particulars 
of the Shooting— A Revengeful Act. 

Cai.gauv, .Tune 13. — ( Special )—- .\ . 
Godiri died tins morniiii,' at 8 o'clock. 
The stories of tlie alFair are confiictinK. 
As near as can be learned Godin went 
atjrosa the Bow " ^rsh to a hill beyond 
where Ducharme was, according to 
Godin's Btateinent, to arrest Ducharme. 
The two got cjrinkiiig, luid an altercation 
ensued, whei'i Ducliarme enatched polio'e 
interpreter Godin's revolver from liini 
and fired. The shot entered about the 
middle of tlie alidonien and took an up- 
■ward course, passing throu<.;h hin left 
lung and out at his Ixick. (iodin tlien 
snatched tlie revolver from Ducliarnie 
and fired two shots, the second piercing 
Ducharme's right breastand killing tiini 
in a few minutes. Godin then rode to 
barracks where he was placed in 
the hospital and examined by tlie 
doctcrs, but lie expired as stated. The 
only persona present at the ahootinj» 
were Ducluinne's parents and a little 
boy. The boy states that both weri; 
drinking, and a half empty bottle of gin 
was found where th(! shontiiig occurred. 
It appears that Ducliarnu! had jn.st, been 
released from a term in harraeks for 
Belling liijuor to Indians and vowed ven- 
geance on the informer liodin. Hence 
the row yesterday when both were drink- 
ing. Godin was well tliougbt of by the 
PQUce as an interpreter.

Although yesterday evening's meeting 
of the alderrnanic board was continued 
considerably beyond the time limit pro- 
scribed by the rules, the list of liu.siness 
was not exhausted liy any meauH when 
the council ro.sc — ami it luui tlien been 
li'.'L'i'.ied to hold a special session to-mor- 
row, at wliicii the remaining items may 
be disposed of. The waterworks ini- 
piovements at Beaver lake : the provid- 
ing of immediate connection for vehicu- 
lar traffic, eitlier temporary or other- 
wise, between the city proper and Vic- 
toria West; the placing of the .Jubilee 
hosjiital on a Belt-niiuntaining basis — 
these were a few of the more importiint 
subjects dealt with last night. Mayor 
Beaven as usual occupied the chair, and 
the full board were present. 

The waterworks matters were the first 
to receive consideration, being brought 
forward in the draft of a new agreement 
between tlie city and Messro. Walkely. 
King i*c Casey, which was fully explained 
in the coniiiuuiicatioii from tlie Mayor 
with which it was transmitted to the 
council. In this message His Worship 
said : 

"I have to submit herewith the draft 
of agreement between Messrs. Walkely, 
King & Casey and the Corporation as 
presented to me for signature, and wish 
to be informed whether it meets w ith 
the views of the council. It will be ob- 
served that under its provisions the Cor- 
poration now take over the reservoir as 
it stands from tlie contractors and accejit 
it fully, three uiontlis from the date of 
signature instead of three months after 
the completion and acceptance in writ- 
ing of the entire work by the corpor- 
ation. Attention is al.so directed to the 
reference in this agreement to the al- 
leged claim of the contractors for extras 
on the reservoir. As I understand the 
subject, the agreement of the council is 
to take over from the contractors the 
finishing of the concrete work on the 
elopes of the reservoir, and pay them for 
some broken rock, provided an ngrce- 
luentcan entered into that does not 
in any way iuterfei o with any other part 
of the contract as a whole." 

Bearing on the same subject and ac- 
companying His Worship'.^ letter to the 
council was the following from the City 
Solicitor: 

Victoria, June 15, ISO"). 
Ilis Worship the Mayor, — 

YoDR Worship: — I have the honor to re- 
port that 1 prepared, with the approval of 
.Mr. W. J. Taylor, the contract between 
Messrs. Walkeley, King it Casey and the 
corporation, for the corporation to take 
over the reservoir as it stands, upon being 
allowed by the contractors the sum of 
.•f7,-110 less the sum of 315.-12 for 
broken stone in the reservoir— 
the sum to be allowed the corporation 
therefore being $7,124..')S. This coiitriict 
was submitted to Jlessrs. Bodwell it Irv 
ing, who proposed as you are aware a num- 
ber of alterations, most of which they liavi' 
since waived as they were objectionable to 
the corporation. As the contract now 
stands llie corporation arc in consideration 
of lieiug allowed ^7, 1-' 1..'>S to take 
over the reservoir in its ]iresenl 
roiiililiiin anil to release the 
ciiiitr:u'lnrs from all claims in respect of 
the same e.xe.'pt wilb iTL'aril to any defects 
thai may be (li.-^eM\ i-iv,l in the work done 
by tbeeciiitraetors within lliree months forni 
the signing of the contract. The ugrcenieiit 
is to be without prejudice to the claim of 
the contractors for extras on account of 
reservoir as well as the filter beds and 
without prejudice to the contractors a 
rijxbt to receivi' the'.'.'i per cent . of t he cmi- 
traet price retained by the eorpiH'atioii and 
the amount of the inarked eln'ck. I con- 
sirler the coin raet as now settleil unobjee- 
tionable and fair to both parlies. 

I have the hoiinr to be. etc., 
(.^d.) I'. llrniMS M.\s(iN." 

The presentation of the agreement 
licrc referred to and the covering letters 
above sot forth provoked a long discus- 
sion in which much old ground in con- 
nectjdn with the waterworks improve- 
ments was again traversed. The resolu- 
tion to accept the agreement was finally 
adopted on a division, the votes of 
-Vld. Partridge and Humphrey being re- 
(torded in the negative. The latter 
aldeniian was anxious that it be 
clearly understood that lie did not 
opi)ose the resolution, but was sim- 
ply di^sirous that the. action be deferred. 

In connection with the use by the 
tramway company of city biidgea, a 
series of coininunications that have re- 
cently passed between the .Mayor and 
the legal representatives of the (.'onsoli- 
dated Railway company were read to 
the council. The first of these, from

date of June 10, and deals in detail 
with the right of the company, under 
their charter, to use the bridges of the 
oity. Referring to the agreetiient be- 
tweisn the citv and the compriby'of No- 
vember,20. 1888, confirmed by the Con- 
solidated Railways Act of last session, 
the conjpany contended that not 
only wore they given express rights 
as users of all city bridges over 
which their lines would naturally pass, 
but that the city was and is bound in 
law to maintain those bridges in a man- 
ner suitable for use by the cars of the 
comi)aiiy. Attention was also directed 
by the company's solicitors to the pre- 
sent inability of the company to carry 
out the terms of the agreement with the 
city with relation to the regular opera- 
tion of cars — for which inability they 
blame the council and intimate that 
they will hold that body responsible. In 
connection witli the Point Kllice bridge 
this letter sets forth that the company 
had by both statute and agree- 
ment the right to operate their 
railway^ upon it, and it was 
maintained that the recent disaster was 
due to the failure of the city's property, 
not the company's, the responsiliility 
being thereby held to rust upon the city 
not the company. The com(iany also 
liointed out that the city jiosscsscd the 
power to enact regulations for the pre- 
fiervatiun of the public safety upon pub- 
lic conveyanceiJ, and, liaving neglected 
to exert this power, hail only thenieelves 
to blame for any overcrowding, if 
such had occurred. The company 
further gave notice that they 
would liokl the (dty liable for ail 
loss to their bu.siiiyas ri'sulling not only 
from the closing of the other city liridges 
to their tratlic, but also for the non- 
existence of Point I'Mlice bridge at the 
present time as an avenue for their cars 
to reach the I'^siiuiinnlt line. 

" We have previously laid communi- 
cations before your honorable body," 
the closing paragraphs of this letter pro- 
ceeded, "jioiiiting this out and 
intimating the company's willingness to 
enter into iletails, but so far the 
only answer is that the liridges arc clos- 
ed to car trallic. Tlie bridges being 
closed may result in the company reduc- 
ing their car service, and the intervals 
of time between cars will become much 
greater than now obtains, and all on ac- 
count of the city's inaction. It should 
not be forgotten that the company's un- 
dertaking is a matter of convenience to 
the public, and to destroy it will cer- 
tainly not redound to the city's advan- 
tage. We may say In conclusion that 
the aidanceof the courts will have to be 
invoked unless some evidence be given 
on the part of the city that there is will- 
ingness to meet and overcome the situa- 
tion." 

To this the Mayor had replied three 
days later as follows: 

" Referring to your letter of the 10th 
instant, I am convinced that if the Con- 
solidated Railway Company expressed a 
willingness to enter into a proper agree- 
ment as to the bridges, and only to run 
cars at a fixed speed and of a proper size 
and weight over the James Bay bridge, 
and not to allow more than a given num- 
ber of passengersin each car, an arrange- 
ment on such lines could be brought 
about and the bridge opened to that class 
of traffic at an early date. The desire of 
the council is to protect the lives of the 
jiublic using the bridge, and the interests 
of the city generally, with reference to 
that and similar structures within the 
city limits." 

To this letter the representatives of the 
car company replied under date of yes- 
terday, expressing satisfaction that the 
council had intimated its readiness to 
discuss arrangements by which the 
bridges might be again opened to tram- 
way trafiSc and suggesting a conference 
as to desirable regulations between Mr. 
Barnard, the president, and Mr. Oheney, 
the superintendent, of the' tramway 
company on the one side, and the coun- 
cil or a committee of the council on the 
other. In the concluding iiaragranhs 
of this communication , Messrs. Mcl'liil- 
lijips, Woottoiut Barnard pointed out that 

" Whilst the cumjiany is willing that 
reculalioiis be made, and whilst it was 
open to the eoiinuil to liave miule such 
regulations before, the company in no 
way admits that it had not the riiiht to 
liave its cars loaded as they have been in 
the oast. The company's liability as to 
loading is that of their means of con- 
veyance ; i.e., if a car fails, a question of 
liability might arise, but not where the 
highway or bridge, the nroperty of a 
municipal body, is ; proved r to be de- 
fective." 

Two other coiiiniunications — notifica- 
tion and rep!_\ — touch dlrectlv upon the 
(piestion of responsibility for tlie bridge 
(lisastor, and are as below:

Wliilst not wishing to ini- 
poriuiie or iuconvernenee voii, 1 
must call your attention to the t'act 
that the corporation have not been advised 
of any action either in contempltt:';in or 
otherwise on the part of jour company to 
repair the damage and restore the trallic 
thus disarranged.

With regard to the afl'airs of the Ju- 
bilee liospital, a latter was read from 
the secretary of that institution, ^Ir. H. 
M. Yates, in which it was urged that 
despite the ellbrls of the management 
toward economy in conjunction with 
continued etiicienc.y, the deficit of the 
institution was increasing rather than 
iliminishiiig, being now slightly more 
than .'f9,000. I^etters were enclosed from 
a number of business men, creditors of 
the hospital, for considerable amounts, 
in which they sought ijayment, and the 
secretary urged on behalf of the direc- 
tors, for whom he wrote, that some 
means be devised by the council for 
the wiping out of the hosiiital deficit. 
It was thought that with clear books to 
commence with the management of the 
bosiiital would be able, with the city 
grant of .^5,000 and the provincial allow- 
ance, to make the revenue meet th.e 
running exjienses. 

Ai.i). MAHciiA.vr made this communi- 
cation the text of a long address, in 
which he said that something was radi- 
cally wrong with thedirection of the hos- 
pital affairs to make, such an appeal 
necessary. It would be more economical 
for the city, in hie opinioi^, to withdraw 
its financial contribution toward the 
inainlennnce of the hospital and pay for 
city patients as they receive treatment. 
In any event the cily auditor should be 
instructed to go carefully through the 
hosiiital books and accounts before Uie 
continuation of the grant was thought 
of, and the grant should bo made con- 
tingent on the deficit being reduced in 
the future. Ilcbelieved that the com- 
plaints against the management of the 
liospital were well founded, and holding 
to the opinion that greater economy 
niiglil be introduced in the direction of 
the afl'airs of the hospital without in any 
way impairing the efficiency of the in- 
stiintion, he moved that a special com- 
mittee of the council confer with the 
hospital board as to the improvement of 
the manngemeiit. 

Ai.i). Wii.so.v was of the opinion that 
Aid. Marchant, although he had spoken 
long and spoken well, liad at the same 
time said uotliing — for he had been dis- 
cussing a Bubject of which lie liad 
no information. Personally, he thought 
that the hospital could never be made 
a self-maintaining institution. If it 
were cloBed, however, the city would 
find a much heavier bill of expense pre- 
sent itself, for the care of the indigent 
sick. He too favored a conference be- 
tween the city and the hosiiital direc- 
tors, as some good might come of it, and 
it certainly could do no harm. 

Ai.o. Mac.millan held that the entire 
trouble was that the medical men were 
dissatisfied with the management of the 
hosintal, by which their cases were 
taken from them as soon as they passed 
into the institution. The result was 
tliat free patients were as s rule sent to 
the Jubilee, and the pay patiwitu 
went to St. Joseph's — with the 
natural result that the latter institution 
was prosperous while tiie city hospital 
was sinking deeper and deeper in debt. 
He thought that tlie committee should 
ascertain the feeling ot the medical fra- 
ternity toward the iiosjnlal and try and 
bring about a better understanding — it 
was here that the whole trouble rested. 

The scope of the committee's inquiry 
W'as enlarged to meet Aid. Macmillan's 
suggestion and the resolution as pro- 
posed by Aid. Marchant passed unop- 
posed. 

, The Mayok named Aid. Marchant, 
jVIacmillan, Wilson, Glover and Cameron 
to form the committee, 

Communications were ([uickly dis- 
posed of from the clerk of the Welling- 
ton council, inviting the lioard to attend 
the celebration of Dominion day at Wel- 
lington — accepted with thanks; K. S. 
Perry, clerk of tiie Spallumclicen coun- 
cil, expressing sympathy with Victoria 
in view of the Point Ellice disaster — 
ordered to be spread on the minutes ; 
,.Iohn Smith, urging payment to- him of 
$ir>() alleged to be due as informer's fees 
under tne Indian act — referred to the 
police coininissioners ; and J. F. L. 
Meyer, asking for a reduction of tax- 
iition on bis Cormoriuit street iiro])erty 
— tiled, with the intimation to the writer 
that tiie council does not jiossess the 

power to grant his application. 

I'^roni Hon. W. P. Wood, Mayor o 
Seattle, came the following communica 
tion, tlated .hme 10 : "Your coinmuni 
cation of May 19 last containing full 
statement of the reasons why His vVor 
ship the IMayor and the £odrd of Alder 
men of yoiir city were unable to grant 
our request for the aidmiesion of a leper 
patient to your settlement at Daicey 
islaml, has been received. Crcat pres- 
sure of worli has prevented an earlier 
rojily. Pleas(i aceejit our thanks lor the 
full consideraliei) that has been given 
this rei|uest, and be assured that we ap- 
preciate fully iiud concur in the reasons 
which have made it impossible to grant 
our re(iuest. Allow me also to assure 
you in behalf of the olHcerH and citizens 
of this city of the fullest sympathy on 
(mr jKirt for you in the unfortunate acci- 
dent which occurred on the Queen's 
Birthday." 
This, too, went on file. 
J<",x-Ald. W. J. Ledihgliam wrote re

A 
total of some .$'2,000 or more was set 
down as the exiienso of funerals, and as 
there was some diflerence of o|iinion 
among the members of, the cemetery 
coniniitlee as to the bills of the under- 
takers this item was held over and the 
remai.ider of the votes ajiproved.
